What East Liverpool Pottery Project­ 
ors Ask off Co­ 
shocton. 
Coshocton, April IO.—The East Liv­ 
erpool potters who want to build a 
white ware pottery in Coshocton have 
been convinced that the board of trade 
means business and they must act 
promptly. They 
asked a bonus 
of 
$20,000 and land on which to build the 
matter the board decided it would like 
to deal directly with the parties inter­ 
ested. With that object in view Sec­ 
retary Boyd wrote to the parties and 
invited them to come to Coshocton. 
One of the gentlemen called Secre­ 
tary Boyd by telephone and asked if 
Coshocton could raise $20,000 bonus 
for the plant. 
“We’ll attend to that,” was the reply 
of the secretary. “Coshocton can do 
anything it desires, and we have peo­ 
ple who will do the right thing. But 
we want to do business with you in 
person. Coshocton wants your pot­ 
tery if you offer a good thing, but we 
don’t want any kind of a factory that 
will not prove a paying investment 
for our town.” 
The man at the other end of the 
line promised to telephone the secre­ 
tary the time when his associates 
would be here to talk over the mat­ 
ter with the board. The board is anx­ 
ious to wind up the business at once. 
if the pottery is to come here they 
want it started at once, and if not 
they want to get after some other 
good industry. 


Rev. J. H. Mason Tells of Progress 
Made By the A. M. E. 
Church. 
Rev. J. H. Mason, pastor of the A. 
M. E. church, is working hard to pay 
off all claims against the church. The 
total debt amounts to about $1,100 at 
present. 
He said yesterday: 
“I wish that, for me, you would 
thank the citizens of East Liverpool 
for the aid they have rendered us.

Finding ourselves still in jeop­ 
ardy we concluded to mortgage all 
and borrow the full amount, pay oil 
all claims, and hew down on the mort­ 
gage. This means for members to be 
up and doing. 
“We aim to raise $500 of our $1,100 
debt by June 23. Persons of means 
have made us promises, and we are 
trying hard to wipe out the whole. 
But if we can’t do that. we will dig 
away and pay the $500 and pay the 
rest afterward. That is why we are 
again applying for help in substan­ 
tial form.”

Coshocton, April IO.—The East Liv­ 
erpool potters who want to build a 
white ware pottery in Coshocton have 
been convinced that the board of trade 
means business and they m ust act 
promptly. 
They 
asked a bonus 
of 
$20,000 and land on which to build the 
m atter the board decided it would like 
to deal directly with the parties inter­ 
ested. 
With that object in view Sec­ 
retary Boyd wrote to the parties and 
invited them to come to Coshocton. 
One of the gentlemen called Secre­ 
tary Boyd by telephone and asked if 
Coshocton could raise $20,000 bonus 
for the plant. 
“W e’ll attend to that,” was the reply 
of the secretary.

W H A T T H E PEOPLE EXPECT. 
The new council organized for bus­ 
iness last night. The way it proceeded 
in the performance of its duties gives 
promise that it will be a business-like 
body, looking sharply after the best 
interests of the city. We hope this 
will be the case. 
Every member of 
the new council has been elected on 
promise of doing his utmost to give 
the city an honest and economical ad­ 
ministration. and the public has 
a 
right to expect that these pledges w ill 
be faithfully carried out. All respect 
is due to the council which went out 
of office last night. It has made very 
few mistakes and deserves credit for 
the manner in which it discharged its 
duties during the past year. 
It has 
made a good record, but that fact does 
not argue that the record cannot be 
improved, upon. 
As a city East Liverpool is advanc­ 
ing in material things, and council 
must keep pace with the growth. Citi­ 
zens are looking, not only for an eco­ 
nomical administration, but for a pro­ 
gressive one. Progress does not mean 
lavish and unnecessary expenditure of 
the people’s money. It means that ev­ 
ery dollar expended by the city must 
be placed where it will count most for 
the present and for the future. 
In 
short, the gentlemen who have been 
elected the people’s agents are ex­ 
pected to exercise the same care in 
transacting the city's business as they 
would in transacting their own. Busi­ 
ness principles should rule in every­ 
thing. even in the smallest expendi­ 
tures. 
It is the pennies saved that 
count. There can be economy with­ 
out parsimony. 
The new council will have the tax 
levy to deal with. The matter is one 
of vital interest to every taxpayer. In­ 
creased burdens would be intolerable, 
and we trust there will be no dispo­ 
sition to impose them. On the contra­ 
ry, ante-election pledges have 
been 
given for curtailment in this direction. 
so far as the matter can be regulated 
by council. If these pledges are kept, 
all will be well. 
There are good business men in 
council. To them the city is looking 
for a business-like administration, and 
It should not look in vain. Go ahead, 
gentlemen of council, and let us have 
it. We wish you every success, and 
with all other good citizens, will ren­ 
der you every assistance possible. But 
we want to remind you that the people 
are watching you and will exact from 
you a strict accounting for the man­ 
ner in which you discharge the obli­ 
gations of your stewardship. 


among the five succeeding general as­ 
semblies, the constitution specifying 
to which of the five they shall be ap­ 
portioned. 
The method as regards senators is 
much the same. The ratio for a sena­ 
tor is obtained by dividing the total 
population of the state by 35. There 
are 33 senatorial districts in the state 
under the constitution. 
When 
any 
county forming part of a senatorial 
district shall have acquired a popula­ 
tion equal to a full senatorial ratio, 
it shall be made a senatorial district. 
The house rule for apportioning frac­ 
tions of a ratio applies to senatorial 
apportionment. 
For the next ten years the ratio for 
representatives is 41,576; that for the 
senate, 118,787. 
The apportionment 
adds one senatorial district, the Thir­ 
ty-fourth. Lucas county being taken 
out of the Thirty-third and placed in 
a separate district. This will leave the 
Thirty-third Democratic. 
Under the new apportionment there 
will be no change in the number of 
representatives 
from 
Columbiana 
county. In the joint Twentieth-Twen- 
ty-second senatorial district, in which 
this county is included, there will be 
two senators for the first six years of 
the decennial period, and one for the 
four following years. According to 
custom and the rules which have been 
observed, it is Columbiana county’s 
turn to have a senator. She has a 
candidate in the field in the person of 
C. C. Connell, of Lisbon, who has re­ 
ceived the unanimous endorsement of 
the Republican party in the county, 
and with Senator Archer, of Belmont, 
will receive the nomination and the 
office, according to all present indica­ 
tions.

$20,000 AND A SITE. 


W hat East Liverpool Pottery Project­ 
ors Ask of Co­ 
shocton. 
Coshocton, April IO.—The East Liv­ 
erpool potters who want to build a 
white ware pottery in Coshocton have 
been convinced that the board of trade 
means business and they m ust act 
promptly. 
They 
asked a bonus 
of 
$20,000 and land on which to build the 
m atter the board decided it would like 
to deal directly with the parties Inter­ 
ested. 
With that object in view Sec­ 
retary Boyd wrote to the parties and 
invited them to come to Coshocton. 
One of the gentlemen called Secre­ 
tary Boyd by telephone and asked if 
Coshocton could raise $20,000 bonus 
for the plant.

The base price 'agreed upon is $4.25 
a ton for ores th at run 63 per cent 
hon, 0.45 phosphorus and IO moisture, 
delivered at Calve Erie ports. 
The 
relative price of all other ores 
is 
figured on that price, which is a re­ 
duction of $1.25 a ton compared with 
the base price of 1900. 
“The cut is much gloater than was 
predicted by some of the mine own 
ors. 
The United States Steel cor­ 
poration, which controls by far the 
largest part of the Bessemer proper­ 
ties, did not vote upon the question, 
leaving the m atter with the Independ­ 
e n t or 
m erchant 
m iners to settle 
agreeing to abide by the price fixe I 
by the Independent operators. 
The 
officials of the big corporation were 
of course consulted. 
They were tile 
m ost conservative of all the parties 
interested, and were in a very large 
measure responsible for the low price 
agreed on.
